To Service Men and Their Families 


As chairman of the local chapter of the American Red 
Cross, I would like to acquaint you with the Home Service 
department, a link between the men in service and their 
families at home. 

With approximately 75 men in the armed forces, and 
others leaving in the future, the need for contact between 
the man in service and his family is met by the Home 
- Service department. ‘Thus far we have had eight calls for 
assistance. In some of these :cases, a death had occurred 
in the family and the service man was needed at home. 
In each case, the need for the service man’s presence at 
home must be verified by the Red Cross. Another call 
came from a soldier overseas who hadn’t heard from his 
family for several months and was worried. ‘The Concord 
chapter contacted the local chairman of the Home Service, 
Mrs. Inez Lovering, and she in turn visited the home of the 
service man, reporting her findings to Concord, the latter 
office sending a letter to the man overseas. 

When contacting the Home Service it is suggested the 
complete address of the service man be available.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the 


County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 


3. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,500 for Old Age Assistance. 


4. Tosee if the town will vote to allow a discount on all 
property taxes paid within thirty days after presentation 
of tax bill and determine the amount of discount. 


5. ‘To see if the town will- vote to adopt the Municipal 
Budget Act. 


6. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct’the selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To see if the town will vote to accept Town Road 
Aid for the construction of class V roads and raise and 
appropriate the sum of $863.49, the State to contribute 
$3,453.97. 


8. ‘To see if the voters will determine and instruct the 
selectmen on what hill in town the selectmen shall expend 
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such money as shall be available for construction of Town 
Road Aid and Class V Roads. 


9. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00, during this period of lower tax rates; 
to be used in the reduction of its long term debt, in antici- 
pation of the post war period of lower valuations and higher 
taxes. 


10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting.

Proud, too, of the part played by our farms 
in producing food to help win this war and establish the 
peace that is to follow. 


We are sincere in these thoughts now. Let us be equally 
sincere in the post war world of the future. Let us work 
and plan and sacrifice to give these returning men the kind 
of homes and jobs they deserve—to make them as proud of 
their Town as their Town is proud of them. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 


In the Town Report for 1944, we have two purposes in 
mind: first, tu report to you the management of your 
Town’s business; second, to look toward the post-war future 
of Loudon; and plan with you for a better Town for our 
returning service men; all this to be accomplished without 
weakening our sound financial position. 


General Government 

The cost of general government shows an increase of 
about $400.00 over the estimated budget figure. Your 
Selectmen felt that it was the wise and careful procedure 
to insure the road equipment and the men working on our 
roads. ‘The cost of this insurance was $197.00, but your 
town is now protected against any liability from injury. 
The State Tax Commission made a complete audit of the 
Tax Collector's reports for the past six years. ‘This work 
cost $151.41. 


Protection of Persons and Property 

The Fire Department under the capable leadership of 
Fire Chief J. W. Robinson has continued its good work, 
and deserves our sincere thanks and good wishes. 

For the first time in many years all dog taxes in Loudon 
are paid in full. Your Selectmen employed Mr. William 
Howser for the rather difficult job of collection, and his 
work was certainly satisfactory. The balance of this tax, 
after payment of any dog damage, goes to the support of our 
schools. The 1945 tax is due on or before May Ist. Let us 
remember this date in the future. 


Highways and Bridges 
In 1943 a total of $0.47 of your $2.90 tax rate was spent 
on town roads; in 1944 this was increased to $0.94 of the 
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$3.00 rate. All of this increase can be traced to two con- 
struction projects. 

Your Road Agent spent only $2,950.00 of his $4.000.00 
appropriation for Town Road Maintenance. The Select- 
men allocated the balance of this appropriation, or $1,- 
050.00, to be used with Gas Money and T. R. A. funds to 
widen, grade, and resurface Clough’s Hill. This money im- 
proved one of the most difficult hills in town, gave us an 
easier and better approach to the Town Hall, and, most 
important of all, made the gravel in the west side of town 
available to the east side for road improvement. 

At the 1944 Town Meeting the voters appropriated the 
sum of $1,000.00 for the construction of Twin Bridges, 
using State Aid money for the balance of the cost. It was 
impossible to secure the necessary priorities to buy materi- 
als; so it was decided to construct a bridge with the town 
appropriation alone, using steel girders and 2x6 edgewise 
for a floor. Ata special Town Meeting, held at the time of 
Fall Election the voters authorized the Selectmen to spend 
this money, and $755.82 was used for bridge construction. 


Public Welfare 


The cost of ‘Town Poor was reduced to absolutely noth- 
ing in 1944 from the previous new low of $169.34. Old 
Age Assistance remained about the same, $2,272.10 in 1944 
compared to $2,203.09 in 1943. 


Schools 
The School Board has received advances of $8,709.03 
this past year, leaving them an unexpended balance of their 
1944 appropriation of $5,318.35. The school expenses this 
year represented $1.00 of your $3.00 tax rate, a reduction 
of about $0.15 from the previous year. 
Tax Rate 
It seems unlikely that our tax rate will remain at a low 
of $3.00 for some time in the future. Your Selectmen 


have probably received more credit than they deserve for 
its reduction in the past few years. We were fortunate to 
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serve in a time of prosperity, increased valuations and de- 
creased relief costs, plus the benefit of property tax collec- 
tions from previous years when some of our people were 
not so well able to pay on time. This last factor has given 
us a larger comparative cash balance year after year to be 
used in decreasing the amount to be raised by property 
taxation. We now find ourselves with cash surplus of only 
$484.53, compared to $6,592.63 in 1943. This can have but 
one result, an increase in your tax rate. 

There is another and brighter side to this picture. Dur- 
ing the past few years we feel you have received many bene- 
fits besides the low tax rate; River Hill and Cloughs Hill 
have been resurfaced and improved, the motor grader has 
been purchased, and the long term debt has been reduced 
from a high of $17,000.00 to the present $12,000.00, includ- 
ing $1,000.00 to the Maxfield Trust Fund for which no 
appropriation was made. 


The Post - War Future 


Perhaps your Selectmen should not look into the future. 
All who do are bound to find problems and troubles there. 
The finances of your town are in excellent condition, the 
tax rate is low, and our valuations, especially on personal 
property, are high. 

This war will, we trust, end some day. When this hoped 
for day comes, we must give our returning service men the 
jobs and benefits they deserve. Among them is _ the 
$1,000.00 Soldiers’ Exemption on property tax. 

We ask that every taxpayer study the “Taxation Com- 
parison for World War I and Post War-World War II and 
Post War.” ‘This shows an increase of Soldiers’ Exemptions 
from nothing in 1914-1918 to $14,519.00 in 1940-1944, with 
an estimated $43,000.00 in the Post War period (20 years 
after). ‘This will mean a reduction of valuation by that 
amount and an estimated increase in the tax rate to $5.00. 

None of us wish so high a rate, but, at the same time, all 
of us will give these service men from Loudon everything 
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that is their due. Therefore it is our duty to work and plan 
and put our Town finances in such order that we can af- 
ford the cost of this added responsibility. 

The 1945 Warrant will contain an article authorizing the 
Selectmen to raise, by taxation, a sum of money to be used 
in the faster reduction of our long term debt. If money is 
raised, and, over a period of time, we become debt free, at 
least we will be financially strong for the future. All our 
tax dollars can then be allocated for current expenses, and 
the rate should not become quite so high. By including 
the article in the Warrant we are asking your advice in this 
problem. 

Your selectmen try to do their job as you people of 
Loudon would have them do it. If it is done well depends 
in large measure upon the help and advice you give them. 
We are asking this help now in the difficult problem of the 
post-war future.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This department has answered twenty-nine calls during 
the year ending December 3lst. Two of these were out of 
town, both being of near conflagration proportions. ‘The 
local calls were for eleven chimneys, five grass, four brush, 
two automobiles, and four buildings. 

I cannot praise the members too highly. ‘The personnel 
of the department is totally made up of volunteers serving 
without pay. Never-the-less their interest and loyalty is 
such that absolutely no time is lost in answering a call and 
their efficiency in controlling the fires is unquestionable. 
The equipment is kept in constant readiness and it 1s al- 
ways on the way within three minutes after an alarm with 
a workable crew. 

The truck has been newly painted and a new power take 
off replaces the light, worn one, previously in use. ‘Through 
a stroke of good fortune a donation of importance was re- 
ceived. It consisted of several hundred feet of two and one 
half inch hose, couplings, nozzles and playpipes. With 
minor changes made and a gated siamese put into service it 
increases the protective ability of the apparatus consider- 
ably. 

A complete survey of the town is now being taken by 
members of the department. This is to ascertain all pos- 
sible information that may prove useful in time of disaster 
and index file the same for quick reference when needed. 
At the same time possible waterhole locations are being 
looked into and it is hoped, as time goes on, that we can 
develop them in all localities. Your co-operation will be 
appreciated when these men call on you. 

This department is now one of the six departments in 
New Hampshire equipped with short wave radio. Call let- 
ters WLOM. At present it consists only of the main station 
whereby communication is maintained with the statewide 
fire department network, the State Forestry Department 
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and the State Police. In times, such as the hurricane of last 
fall when normal means fail, emergency communication 
was, and will be, kept open. It is hoped that in the near 
future mobile equipment may be installed making it still 
more effective. 

If your fire card, listing the signal calls and telephone 
numbers has been misplaced ask for a new one. 

Realizing that there is a fire every minute of every hour 
somewhere in the United States and that the FIRST five 
minutes at a fire are worth the next five HOURS may I 
urge you to call IMMEDIATELY when the services of your 
fire department are needed.
